88 Dip thief pleads guilty in circuit court last week

The woman who stole al¬ 
most $2,000 from the 88 Dip 
restaurant in February 
pleaded guilty last week in 
Crittenden Circuit Court and 
will spend 30 days in jail and 
five years on felony probation. 

Laura Jean Wallhead, 29, 
of Marion pleaded guilty to 
two felonies—third-degree 
burglary and theft by unlaw¬ 
ful taking—and a misde¬ 
meanor, third-degree criminal 
mischief. 


Circuit Judge Rene 
Williams sentenced Wallhead 
to five years on each of the 
felony counts and 30 days on 
the misdemeanor. All of the 
time was to run concurrent. 

Wallhead was ordered to 
serve 30 days in jail before 
being released on probation 
for the term of the sentence. 
She will also be required to 
pay court costs and to make 
complete restitution to the vic¬ 
tim. 

A co-defendant in the case, 


Eric Scoles, was in¬ 
dicted last week by the 
grand jury for his al¬ 
leged role in the inci¬ 
dent. 

Wallhead told the 
judge that she accepted 
full responsibility for 
the crime and asked for 
Scoles to not be held li¬ 
able for any restitution. 

Police confiscated 
about $400 in cash 
from Scoles a day after the 
burglary. Commonwealth At¬ 


torney Zac Greenwell 
said Wallhead's plea 
nor liability for resti¬ 
tution will affect the 
release of the money 
taken by police dur¬ 
ing the investigation. 

According to the 
original warrant 
charging Wallhead 
with the burglary, 
there was $1,700 in 
cash and checks 
missing from the restaurant. 
Wallhead had been em-

ployed at the 88 Dip for about 
two weeks when the burglary 
took place. Police think that 
after the Dip closed for the 
night on Feb. 9, she crawled 
through a window and took a 
money bag from a hiding 
place inside the restaurant. 

Police questioned her the 
day after the burglary and 
found items believed taken 
from the restaurant at her 
residence, including the 
money bag and checks writ¬ 
ten to the Dip.

Grand jury 
indicts six 
on variety 
of charges

The Crittenden County Grand Jury indicted 
six individuals last Thursday on a variety of 
charges. 

A grand jury does not determine guilt or inno¬ 
cence. It decides whether enough evidence exists 
to continue a case in the court system. An indict¬ 
ment means a case moves to Circuit Court. 

Indicted last week were: 

- David M. Eberle, 24, of Marion was indicted 
on a charge of trafficking in marijuana. According 
to court records, Eberle was charged by State 
Trooper Darron Holliman with having in his pos¬ 
session on April 9 approximately 
9.5 ounces of marijuana with the 
intent to sell, transfer or distrib¬ 
ute it. 

- Charles Brent Beard, 50, of 
Marion was indicted on two 
felony charges: possession of an¬ 
hydrous ammonia in an unap¬ 
proved container with the intent 
to manufacture methampheta- 
mine and first-degree trafficking 
in a controlled substance (meth). 

He was also indicted for the fol¬ 
lowing misdemeanors: possession of marijuana; 
possession of drug paraphernalia; and two 
counts of third-degree possession of a controlled 
substance (Clonazepam and Alprazolam). Ac¬ 
cording to court records, police obtained a search 
warrant for a residence at 602 Deer Creek 
Church Road on April 17. After executing the 
warrant, Beard was charged with the crimes. 

- Robert C. Hackney, 20, of Marion was in¬ 
dicted on a single count of first-degree possession 
of a controlled substance (Oxycodone). The 
charges were brought by Marion Police Officer 
Bobby West after he went to an address in Mar¬ 
ion to investigate a trash ordinance violation. 
West allegedly found one white pill in the sus¬ 
pect's duffle bag following a consent to search. 

- Ambie C. Cotton, 30, of Princeton was in¬ 
dicted on a charge of trafficking in a controlled 
substance. Court records and testimony indicate 
that police believe Cotton sold 10 hydrocodone 
tablets to a cooperating witness on Sept. 27 at a 
location south of Dycusburg in rural Crittenden 
County. The charge was brought by Pennyrile 
Area Narcotics Task Force officer Mike Lantrip of 
Eddyville. 

- Donald G. Curtis, 45, of Sturgis was indicted

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Several new Kentucky laws go into effect next week 


Board of Education not prepared to alter 
dropout age until clear plan established

New laws approved during 
the Kentucky General Assem¬ 
bly's 2013 regular session go 
into effect Tuesday. 

That means laws against 
human trafficking will soon 
be strengthened. More DNA 
testing will be allowed as evi¬ 
dence in post-conviction 
felony cases. And school dis¬ 
tricts can start deciding 
whether they want to raise 
their compulsory attendance 
age to 18, though the 2015- 
16 school year would be the 
first year any changes could 
actually impact students. 

The state constitution 
specifies that new laws take 
effect 90 days after the ad- 


STAFF REPORT 

One of the new laws to take 
effect Tuesday will let school 
districts make attendance com¬ 
pulsory until age 18. Senate Bill 
97 will allow districts to increase 
the dropout age from 16 to 18 
beginning in the 2015-16 aca¬ 
demic year. 

It appears as if Crittenden 
County Board of Education will 
not yet alter its current dropout 

journment of the legislature, 
except for general appropria¬ 
tion measures and those con¬ 
taining emergency or delayed 


age policy despite some finan¬ 
cial incentive from the Kentucky 
Department of Education. At a 
board work session Tuesday, 
Superintendent Dr. Rachel 
Yarbrough said the district is not 
prepared to change its dropout 
policy until it has a clear plan to 
move forward.

The laws taking effect 
Tuesday include measures on 
the following topics: 


- Child protection: House 
Bill 290 will establish by 
statute an independent re¬ 
view panel to investigate 
cases of child deaths and 
near-fatal injuries. The panel 
will be given access to com¬ 
plete records of the Cabinet 
for Health and Family Serv¬ 
ices, as well as information 
from law enforcement and 
other agencies involved in the 
cases. 

- Crime. Senate Bill 15: 
Named the Bryan Durman 
Act in honor of a Lexington 
police officer who was killed 
by a hit-and-run driver in 
2010, SB 15 will ensure that 
a person convicted of criminal 
homicide in the killing of a po¬ 


lice or firefighter on duty 
doesn’t become eligible for 
probation or parole until 85 
percent of a sentence is 
served. 

- DNA testing: HB 41 will 
allow some felony offenders in 
prison or under state supervi¬ 
sion to request testing and 
analysis of their DNA as case 
evidence. 

- Hemp: SB 50 creates an 
administrative framework for 
the growing of hemp in Ken¬ 
tucky if the crop is legalized 
by the federal government. 

- Human trafficking: HB 3 
will strengthen human traf¬ 
ficking laws while protecting

Government best left 
out of smoking debate 

Kentuckians have an addiction to an expensive, 
deadly habit in cigarettes. Yet as personal free¬ 
doms go, government should not be the one to tell 
the private sector to clean up its act. 

Last week, Dr. Stephanie Mayfield told mem¬ 
bers of a state legislative committee that the aver¬ 
age Kentucky smoker spends more than $2,200 a 
year on cigarettes—equal to about 470 packs at 
current prices. That's a lot of cigarettes and a wad 
of money better spent by individuals for the bene¬ 
fit of Kentucky families and their health. 

About a quarter of the state's population has a 
smoking habit, including the same percentage of 
minors and pregnant women, Mayfield told law¬ 
makers. Almost 8,000 deaths annually are attrib¬ 
uted to smoking she added. 

We could not agree more that smoking—partic¬ 
ularly by minors, pregnant women and adults in 
the presence of minors—is a terrible habit. It costs 
lives. It costs Kentucky families money that could 
be spent more wisely, easing a burden that filters 
down to taxpayers. And it costs millions in health- 
related problems in the Commonwealth. 

If today were the last day a cigarette or tobacco 
product was ever lit up in Kentucky, we would ap¬ 
plaud the decision by individuals to quit smoking. 

But we do not favor such forced behavior on cit¬ 
izens. 

In Kentucky, more than 30 municipalities— 
cities and counties—have instituted some type of 
ban on smoking in the private sector. Mayfield is 
one of the latest cities to attempt such a prohibi¬ 
tion, with the measure already passing a prelimi¬ 
nary vote. 

The arguments for such a ban are many. Most 
are logical. However, none promote personal liber¬ 
ties. 

Though Congress has never taken up putting in 
place a nationwide smoking ban, Kentucky law¬ 
makers in this year's legislative session introduced 
House Bill 190 with that aim across the Common¬ 
wealth. The measure never made it to a floor vote. 

While government has every right to instill bans 
in its own public facilities, its reach should stop 
there. 

Yes, secondhand smoke can be as deadly as it 
is to those clutching the cigarette. Yet Kentuck¬ 
ians deserve the right for themselves to decide 
where to shop, where to eat or where to hoist a 
drink based on smoking rules dictated by each 
privately-owned establishment. 

Locally, our own city and county governments 
have never seen the need to meddle in such pri¬ 
vate matters. We would argue that it should re¬ 
main that way.

Victory Gardens 
regain inmate labor 

The community Victory 
Gardens have scored a victory 
of their own after facing a de¬ 
pleted workforce. 

After losing two Crittenden 
County Detention Center fe¬ 
male trusties assigned to work 
the gardens—one to release 
and the other to home incar¬ 
ceration—the gardens have 
built their inmate workforce 
back up to four women. 

The supervised inmates 
tend the 28 gardens eight 
hours a day, five days a week. 
The gardens, a series of plots 
organized by area churches to 
help feed the hungry, will pro¬ 
duce a variety of crops such as 
red onions, lima beans, corn 
and tomatoes. 

Supervisor Dusty Baker 
said the crops are coming 
along, but are still a few weeks 
behind schedule for vegetable 
distribution this summer. 

“We do the best we can,” 
she said. 

The vegetables will be given 
away each day this year as 
harvesting allows. The gardens 
can be accessed off the parking 
lot of Shopko on Sturgis Road. 

Local couple busted 
on drug charges 

A local couple was arrested 
in a meth bust made last week 
by the Pennyrile Narcotics 
Task Force and Crittenden 
County Sheriffs Department.

Meeting to discuss 
future of area bridge 

Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet (KyTC) has scheduled 
a public information meeting 
for discussion of a replacement 
scoping study of the U.S. 60 
Cumberland River Bridge at 
Smithland in Livingston 
County.

KFVS, Mediacom fail 
to reach agreement 

Since 1954, KFVS 12 has 
been a staple of television view¬ 
ing in area households, serving 
watchers with local news and 
weather and CBS program¬ 
ming. However, for Mediacom 
customers, KFVS may not be 
available much longer. 

In order to be delivered into 
the homes of viewers, agree¬ 
ments are needed with the 
cable and satellite companies 
that serve the market. Agree¬ 
ments are in place with nearly 
every distributor in the area, 
reports KFVS, but to date, an 
agreement with Mediacom 
Cable has not been reached. 
For several months, Raycom 
Media, the parent company of 
KFVS 12, has been working 
with Mediacom Cable to re¬ 
solve this issue, so that Media¬ 
com may continue to lawfully 
provide that signal to then- 
viewers. 

As a result of not having an 
agreement in place, KFVS 12 
and The Heartland’s CW may 
not be available to Mediacom 
customers after June 30. 

“We understand this is frus¬ 
trating for Mediacom cus¬ 
tomers," said KFVS 12 General 


Manager Tim Ingram, "and we 
are committed to doing every¬ 
thing we can to resolve this 
issue."

Peeples said the colleges con¬ 
tinue to be "the best postsec¬ 
ondary education value in the 
state."

High court hears 
local case argument 

The Supreme Court of 
Kentucky heard oral argu¬ 
ments Friday on a case that 
originated in Crittenden 
County.

Justice Bill Cunningham 
said there is no timetable for 
when the court might rule on 
the case. 

Clarification

Brigade as a part of Opera¬ 
tion New Dawn. During this 
mission, the task force was 
assigned to assist with the 
withdrawal of U.S. forces 
from Iraq. 

“You’ve had to 
say good-bye way 
too often,” Campbell 
said, choked with 
emotion, thanking 
his family for their 
support during his 
3 2-year military ca¬ 
reer. “But by the 
grace of God, you 
were always there to 
say, ‘Welcome. Wel¬ 
come home.’” 


Campbell said he’s tried to 
emulate and incorporate the 
traits of former soldiers and 
commanders whose actions 
have influenced his career. 

Recalling the exact day his 
mother, “who got this whole 


thing started,” dropped him 
off at a Greyhound bus sta¬ 
tion in Marion as he headed 
off to boot camp in 1981 at 
Fort Knox, he remembered 
asking himself on the trip, 
“What am I getting myself 
into?” 

Three decades later, how¬ 
ever, the answer to that ques¬ 
tion is quite clear. 

“Anyway, 32 years ago, I 
couldn’t ever have envisioned 
this day,” he said. “It has 
been a life-changing experi¬ 
ence. And in hindsight, I 
would still get on that bus.” 

Campbell reflected on his 
career last month following a 
visit to his hometown. He 
shared his thoughts with The 
Crittenden Press in an e-mail. 

“When I started in 1981, I 
really had no expectation that 
my career would get to this 
point,” Campbell wrote. “I 


was looking for something to 
belong to; something to give 
my life some direction and 
purpose. The National Guard 
provided that opportunity, 
and I just ran with it.” 

His awards include Legion 
of Merit, Bronze Star Medal, 
Meritorious Service Medal, 
Army Commendation Medal, 
Army Achievement Medal, 
Armed Forces Expeditionary 
Medal, Army Service Medal, 
NATO Medal, Iraq Campaign 
Medal, Army Superior Unit 
Award and numerous other 
commendations. 

Campbell lives near Eliza¬ 
bethtown with his wife, 
Linda, and youngest son, 
Jace.

Bobcat player home 
after auto accident

Since June 11, the Marion 
Bobcats have had more than 
baseball on their mind. 

Just before 1 p.m. that 
day, utility player Luke 
Pearce was involved in a seri¬ 
ous automobile accident on 
Interstate 24 near Exit 1 in 
Tennessee. 

According to The Ten¬ 
nessean, Pearce was return¬ 
ing from a trip to the 
Nashville area on 1-24 in his 
2010 Jeep Patriot when he 
rear-ended a tractor-trailer in 
the westbound lanes that was 
stopped because of slow traf¬ 
fic. He suffered serious in¬ 
juries and was life-flighted to 
Vanderbilt University Medical 
Center. 

Bobcats Coach Jake Long 
said he spoke with Pearce’s 
mother Friday and received 
an update on his condition. 

“He is at home now,” Long 
said. “He suffered a broken 
elbow, broken teeth, scars, 
burns and short-term amne¬ 
sia, which is common with 
traumatic events.” 

Long added there were no 
life-threatening injuries. 


The rest of the team was 
informed of Pearce’s accident 
before the home game against 
Hopkinsville the same day of 
the crash. Long said news of 
the accident was a shock to 
the rest of the team. 

“They had no idea that it 
had happened,” Long said, 
adding that the team handled 
the news pretty well. 

“It’s tough to shake some¬ 
thing like that,” he said. 

Long said Pearce’s coach 
at the University of Alabama 
at Huntsville was the one 
who called and told him 
about the accident. Long said 
he gave the team an update 
on Pearce’s condition on the 
way to the Owensboro game 
on Friday night. 

The Bobcats coach said he 
believes the good news about 
Pearce affected the team in a 
positive way. “It was like a 
weight was lifted off (our 
shoulders),” he said. 

He added that Brandon 
Lawing, one of Pearce’s col¬ 
lege teammates at Huntsville, 
was especially glad to hear 
the positive update. 

Long said it will be a slow 
recovery for Pearce.

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VFW Post 12022 celebrates Flag Day

It was a ceremony de¬ 
signed to show respect to an 
honored symbol of America. 
On Flag Day, members of the 
Marion VFW Post 12022 held 
a flag retirement ceremony to 
demonstrate the correct way 
to dispose of an American 
flag when it is no longer a fit¬ 
ting emblem for display. 
Community members 

dropped off worn or soiled 
flags at the VFW Post in 
order for the VFW to properly 
dispose of them. 

“We soak them in lighter 
fluid and then we build a re¬ 
ally hot fire and burn them,” 
said Joe Lanham, District 
Quartermaster. Lanham said 
Flag Day is important to 
VFW members because it 
provides the opportunity to 
educate the public on how to 
both properly display an 
American flag and dispose of 
worn flags. 

During flag disposal, Lan¬ 
ham said the flag should be 
folded in its customary man¬ 
ner. To dispose of the flag, 
the fire should be fairly large 


and intense enough to en¬ 
sure complete burning of the 
flag. 

As the nation celebrates 
Independence Day on July 4, 
VFW members encourage 
more people to display the 
American flag. 

“It’s very important that 
we put up flags to let our sol¬ 
diers know that we are back¬ 
ing them and it shows 
patriotism when we put up 
flags to honor them,” said 
William Clarke, VFW Post 
Quartermaster and a veteran 
of World War II. 

Joe Hunt, VFW District 
and Post Commander, said 
local businesses can call the 
VFW to receive a flag to dis- 
play. 

“We’ve given flags to the 
courthouse and to the jail. 
We’ve taken care of the Vet¬ 
eran’s Park flag. The busi¬ 
nesses around here if they 
need a flag, let us know. We 
will take care of it,” Hunt 
said. 

VFW also promotes edu¬ 
cational activities each year 
in the county’s schools, such 
as the Patriot’s Pen and 


Voice of Democracy. Mem¬ 
bers of Post 12022 work to 
support and recruit local vet¬ 
erans in the area. They assist 
veterans with regular visits 
to VA Clinics in Paducah and 
Marion, Ill. Post members 
also visit veterans that are 
admitted to hospitals.

so it can last 100 years,” 
LeFevre said. “We will not 
take any short cuts that 
might create safety issues 
for the public. As soon as 
we can calculate a date for 
moving traffic to the new 
bridge we’ll share it. Mean¬ 
while, we’re asking every¬ 
one to remain patient in the 
knowledge that we are mak¬ 
ing progress each and every 
day.” 

Before traffic can be al¬ 
lowed on the bridge, the re¬ 
mainder of the bridge deck 
and the concrete barrier 
walls must be poured. 

The contractor still has 
about 626 feet of bridge 


deck to pour. Once deck in¬ 
stallation is complete the 
contractor will have to fin¬ 
ish pouring concrete barrier 
walls along the deck before 
traffic can be allowed on the 
bridge. 

Some of the time saved 
on the project comes from 
placing two-lane traffic on 
the new bridge while half of 
the truss is being painted, 
then shifting traffic to allow 
painting of the rest of the 
steel superstructure. 

Painters have already com¬ 
pleted some areas of the 
steel truss with a three coat 
paint system, with the final 
coat being a light green. 


Accelerating completion 
of the new bridge was con¬ 
sidered the best option after 
the load limit on the exist¬ 
ing 82-year-old bridge had 
to be reduced to three tons 
in January 2012. The load 
limit restricts the aging 
structure to passenger vehi¬ 
cles and unloaded standard 
pickup trucks.

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USDA reduces its corn crop 
forecast to reflect wet spring

Corn farmers are feeling 
the impact of a cool, wet 
spring but are still expected to 
bring in a record crop this year. 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture said in its monthly 
report released last week that 
farmers are expected to bring 
in 14 billion bushels of corn 
this year. That's 135 million 
bushels less than last month's 
estimate, reflecting the impact 
of the cooler spring. 

But that would still beat the 
13.1 billion bushel record, set 
in 2009. Last year, farmers 
harvested only about 11 billion 
bushels because of the 
drought. An estimated 
910,000 bushels were pro¬ 
duced in Crittenden County 
last year. 


The changes are not ex¬ 
pected to significantly affect 
food prices for consumers. 

The USDA said the amount 
of corn expected to be har¬ 
vested per acre will be re¬ 
duced to 156.5 bushels per 
acre down from 158 bushels 
estimated a month ago. Last 
year's drought-withered corn 
yielded 123 bushels per acre. 

Farmers in the Midwest re¬ 
ceived a short break from rain 
between May 13 and 19 and in 
that period corn planting ad¬ 
vanced from 28 percent to 71 
percent complete. That 
matched the weekly record of 
43 percentage points sent in 
May 1992, the USDA said. 
However, rain and cool tem¬ 
peratures later in May further 
delayed progress. 


Farm report deadlines nearing 


With all the wet weather 
this year, we want to remind 
everyone that if they have 
prevented-planting, it will 
need to be certified within 
15 calendar days of the final 
plant date. This window 
has passed for corn; how¬ 
ever, we do have a late file 
procedure if you were un¬ 
able to get your crop report 
turned in in a timely man¬ 
ner on prevented-planted 
corn. 

The final plant date for 
soybeans was Saturday or 
will be Tuesday, depending 
upon practice type. This 
means the 15-day window 
has started for some. What 
this means for Crittenden 
and Livingston counties is 
that prevented-planted soy¬ 
beans have to be certified by 
July 1. 
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If you have soybeans that 
were unable to be planted 
due to weather-related cir¬ 
cumstance, you will need to 
call the office and make your 
crop report by July 1. Again, 
you have 15 days after this 
final plant date to certify. 

Please remember it is very 
important that you file a pre¬ 
ventive-planted acreage re¬ 
port if you carry insurance 
and have been unable to 


plant due to the large 
amounts of rain and flood¬ 
ing. 

Acreage reports 

We are strongly encour¬ 
aging everyone to file their 
crop report as soon as pos¬ 
sible. With all the late plant¬ 
ing because of rain, the last 
few weeks to certify will be 
extremely busy. 

As soon as you get your 
crops planted, please call for 
an appointment. We under¬ 
stand that this is an ex¬ 
tremely busy time of the 
year, but please make time 
to get your acreages turned 
in. 

We would be happy for 
you to drop off insurance 
maps or mark maps for us 
and then have you stop in 
when complete so your “of¬ 


fice time” will be at a mini¬ 
mum.

- July 1: Final day to file 
prevented-planted soybean 
acreage report. 

- July 15 is the last day 
to file a crop report. 

- Aug. 1 is the last day to 
submit nominations for 
Local Administrative Area 1 
County Committee.

victims from prosecution for 
crimes they were forced to 
commit. The legislation will 
offer assistance to agencies 
responsible for helping 
human trafficking victims by 
creating a “human trafficking 
victims fund” supported by 
service fees paid by convicted 
human traffickers, proceeds 
from seized and forfeited as¬ 
sets of traffickers, and any 
grants, contributions, or 
other funds that may become 
available. 

- Proof of insurance: HB 
164 will allow people to use 
electronic insurance cards on 
their smart phones or other 
electronic devices as proof of 


motor vehicle insurance. 
Drivers will still be required to 
keep paper insurance cards 
in their vehicles. 

- Religious freedom: HB 
279 specifies that government 
shall not burden a person's 
freedom of religion. The legis¬ 
lation states that an action 
motivated by a sincerely held 
religious belief can not be in¬ 
fringed upon without a com¬ 
pelling governmental interest. 
(HB 279 was vetoed by the 
governor; the veto was over¬ 
ridden by the House and Sen¬ 
ate.) 

- Scholarships: SB 64 will 
ensure that students earning 
Kentucky Educational Excel¬ 
lence Scholarships aren’t pe¬ 
nalized in the amount of 
scholarship money they re¬ 
ceive if they graduate from 


Bigger wheat crop forecast in state 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 

Kentucky’s winter wheat 
farmers are expected to har¬ 
vest a larger crop this year 
over last. 

Winter wheat production 
in the state is forecast at 39.2 
million bushels, up 35 percent 
from 2012's harvest. Last 
year, an estimated 320,000 
bushels of winter wheat was 
harvested in Crittenden 
County. 


The forecast comes from 
the National Agricultural Sta¬ 
tistics Service's field office in 
Kentucky. 

The latest prediction re¬ 
leased last week is based on 
crop conditions as of June 1 
and is up 6 percent from the 
May estimate. 

Wheat yield is forecast at 
70 bushels per acre, up eight 
bushels an acre from last 
year's output.

high school in three years 
rather than four. 

- School dropouts: SB 97 
will allow school districts to 
increase the compulsory at¬ 
tendance age to 18 beginning 
in the 2015-16 school year. 
Districts that do so must have 
programs and resources in 
place for students at-risk of 
not graduating. The increased 
compulsory attendance age 
will become mandatory 
statewide four years after 55 
percent of Kentucky school 
districts adopt it. 

- Student health: HB 172 
will encourage schools to pos¬ 
sess at least two epinephrine 
auto-injectors in case one is 
needed for a student having a 
life-threatening allergic or 
anaphylactic reaction. 

- Suicide prevention: SB 72 
will require attendance at sui¬ 
cide prevention training pro¬ 
grams at least once every six 
years for social workers, mar¬ 
riage and family therapists, 
professional counselors, fee- 
based pastoral counselors, al¬ 


cohol and drug counselors, 
psychologists and occupa¬ 
tional therapists. 

- Teacher evaluations: HB 
180 will require the Kentucky 
Board of Education to estab¬ 
lish a statewide evaluation 
system for all certified person¬ 
nel. The Department of Edu¬ 
cation, in consultation with 
teacher and principal steering 
committees, will develop the 
system prior to the 2014- 
2015 school year. 

- Tuition waivers: SB 95 
will extend the five-year tu¬ 
ition waiver eligibility period 
for adopted children who 
serve in the military. 

- Victim protection: HB 
222 will establish a crime vic¬ 
tim protection program in the 
Secretary of State’s office to 
allow domestic violence vic¬ 
tims to have personal infor¬ 
mation, such as addresses, 
redacted from public voter 
registration roles. The legisla¬ 
tion will also allow victims in 
the program to vote by mail- 
in absentee ballot.

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God’s laws can’t be ignored

The Crittenden 
Press chose to allow regular 
columnist Rev. Lucy Tedrick 
to use Graham's words for 
this week's edition. Gra¬ 
ham's column was originally 
entitled "Looking for a Na¬ 
tion Guided by the Bible.") 

By FRANKLIN GRAHAM 

As Soviet troops ad¬ 
vanced from the East on 
Berlin in the spring of 1945 
and Allied forces surged re¬ 
lentlessly from the West, 
one of Germany’s leading 
minds faced a momentous 
decision. 

Wernher Von Braun had 
been the architect of Ger¬ 
many’s rocket program, 
which was far ahead of the 
Allies in terms of technol¬ 
ogy. With the imminent col¬ 
lapse of the Third Reich, 
Von Braun prepared to sur¬ 
render. But to which side? 

“We know that we had 
created a new means of 
warfare,” Dr. Von Bran 
said, “and the question as 
to what nation, what victo¬ 
rious nation, we were will¬ 
ing to entrust this 
brainchild of ours was a 
moral decision more than 
anything else. We wanted to 
see the world spared an¬ 
other conflict such as the 


one Germany had just been 
through and we felt that 
only by surrendering such a 
weapon to people who are 
guided by the Bible could 
such an assurance to the 
world be best secured.” 

Dr. Von Braun maneu¬ 
vered his team of rocket sci¬ 
entists toward the American 
lines and surrendered just 
six days before Germany 
fell. His faith in America 
was rewarded, as he was 
given the opportunity to de¬ 
velop rockets for peaceful 
purposes. He eventually re¬ 
located to Huntsville, Ala., 
where he guided the Ameri¬ 
can space program that 
won the race to the moon in 
1969. 

That was the America of 
my father’s generation 
where even our enemies 
knew that the truths of the 
Bible shaped our moral 
code. Presidents and con¬ 
gressmen prayed. The Bible 
was read in schools. 
Churches and God-fearing 
families formed the back¬ 
bone of communities. The 
judicial system was still un¬ 
dergirded by the authorita¬ 
tive truth of Scripture. 
Americans were people of 
the Book-the Bible, God’s 
Word. 

Not any longer. 

Our schools, govern¬ 
ments, workplaces and 
media have systematically 
excluded God. No wonder 
church attendance has 


dropped. Today, 25 percent 
of adults under 30 claim no 
religious affiliation at all. 

The exclusive claims of 
Scripture are directly at 
odds with the new religious 
and cultural pluralism that 
dominates public life and 
discourse. Our society does¬ 
n’t want to listen to what 
Jesus says in John 14:6: “I 
am the way, and the truth, 
and the life. No one comes 
to the Father except 
through me.” We are now a 
nation where the belief of 
any group carries equal 
weight. 

So we have reached a 
point that the U.S. Supreme 
Court is debating the defini¬ 
tion of marriage-totally dis¬ 
regarding the way God 
spelled it out in the Bible. 
We have grown numb to the 
fact that 41 percent of 
America’s babies are born 
to unmarried women. 

We must again, by God’s 
great grace and mercy, en¬ 
deavor to be a people of the 
Bible. That first and fore¬ 
most means that Christians 
live and walk obediently to 
the precepts of Scripture, 
applying God’s truth to 
every aspect of our lives. 
“But be doers of the word, 
and not hearers only, de¬ 
ceiving yourselves” (James 
1:22). 

It also means we must be 
bold in our witness, even if 
that means we are labeled 
as intolerant. In the Book of 


Acts, the early church met 
fierce opposition and perse¬ 
cution as it worked to 
spread the Gospel. Rather 
than shrink back, followers 
of the way prayed for even 
more boldness and zeal to 
proclaim the Truth. 

I don’t know if our nation 
can recover its spiritual 
footing. It may be too late. 
But then again, Christians 
are commanded to be godly 
salt and light in whatever 
culture we live in. 

Don’t be fearful. Let the 
light of biblical truth shine 
brightly through your life. 
God will be glorified, and 
you will be the Bible letter 
that is read by a sin-sick 
culture in desperate need of 
revival.” 

How heartbreaking to see 
the once great and re¬ 
spected nation fall to such 
sewer depths because the 
leaders of our government 
and institutions have let 
Satan take control of their 
minds and actions, and 
ways and laws they have 
placed on us, and the un¬ 
godly lifestyles they have 
put before the nation as ex¬ 
amples for the rest. 

They all will pay in hell 
for all eternity, but that will 
be too late for all those fol¬ 
lowing them to see how 
wicked they truly are.

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Mosquitoes are uninvited summer guests 


Mosquitoes can quickly 
turn an enjoyable outdoor 
event miserable. Their irri¬ 
tating bites can be a nui¬ 
sance and in rare instances 
a health threat. 

There are steps you can 
take to reduce the number 
of mosquitoes around your 
home and yard. Mosquitoes 
breed in standing water. 



In only a matter of days, 
hundreds of new mosqui¬ 


toes can result from a neg¬ 
lected kiddie pool or bird 
bath. The most effective way 
to control mosquitoes is to 
do away with their breeding 
sites. The following tips can 
help you reduce the number 
of mosquito breeding sites 
around your home and yard. 

Throw away or recycle 
items such as old tires and 


aluminum cans that hold 
water. 

Check items such as 
trash cans, buckets, boats, 
wheel barrows and flower 
pots for standing water. 
Empty any water that has 
accumulated and, if possi¬ 
ble, turn these items over 
when not in use. 

Check gutters and down¬ 


spouts to make sure they 
are not clogged with debris. 

Repair leaky faucets and 
air conditioners that pro¬ 
duce standing water for sev¬ 
eral days. 

Replace water in bird 
baths and kiddie pools at 
least once a week. 

Check other areas in your 
yard such as drain ditches, 


soil depressions and tree 
stumps for standing water. 
If possible fill in these areas 
to prevent water from accu¬ 
mulating. 

For mosquito bites: Do 
not scratch. It is often itchy 
when one is bit by a mos¬ 
quito but scratching can in¬ 
crease the chance for 
infection.

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Fundraiser reaches congregation’s goal

It was an ambitious task 
that symbolized faith in 
building toward the future 
for the congregation of The 
House of Freedom Worship 
Center, formerly known as 
the Levee Pond Church. 
Members of the Cave In 
Rock, Ill., congregation de¬ 
cided to take money col¬ 
lected from fundraising for 
their new church building 
and cash it all into $1 bills. 
The goal was to tape the $ 1 
bills end-to-end and roll 
them on a spool exactly one 
mile west of the current 
church site to the property 
where the new church will 
eventually be constructed. 
The project is known as the 
mile-long dollar. Church of¬ 
ficials said the amount of 
$1 bills taped together to 
reach one mile is $10,560. 

Pastor Greg DeGrave 
said the idea came from Eva 
Winters, a member of the 
congregation who heard 
about a church in another 
part of the country that or¬ 
ganized a similar event. 

“We decided we wanted 
to do it. It’s been a lot of 
work taping the dollar bills 
together,” DeGrave said, re¬ 
calling taping the rolls of 
dollars on tables in the 
church basement. “It was a 
pretty unique adventure. 
It’s exciting. There are a lot 
of people excited about it.” 


Officials said the goal for 
the mile-long dollar is to 
use the money and install 
electricity and water on the 
55 acres of property where 
the new church will be 
built. They hope to have the 
utilities installed by the 
Fourth of July holiday. 

“Every July at our 
church we have Freedom 
Fest and we put on fire¬ 
works, have food and water 
slides for the kids. Every¬ 
body plays volleyball and 
washers. Our goal this year 
was to have Freedom Fest 
on the (new church) prop¬ 
erty. We’re going to get a 
huge tent,” said DeGrave’s 
wife, Diane. 

Church officials said it 
took a few years of 
fundraising to collect the 
money. Most of their 
fundraising came from the 
Frontier Day festival where 
church members sold 
Boston butt barbecue. 

Other fundraising activi¬ 
ties included selling such 
menu items as grilled pork 
loin and chicken breast 
sandwiches. 

Marion resident Frankie 
Moore has attended the 
church for three years. 
Moore said church mem¬ 
bers began unrolling the 
money at 6 p.m. and 
reached the site of the new 
church property at 8:30 
p.m., on June 13. 


“This was very exciting. 
Just for the pole and water 
it costs $10,000. It’s very 
expensive,” Moore said 
about installing the utili¬ 
ties. “This was a huge step 
for us. Everybody was so 
excited.” 

The next goal the church 
wants to accomplish is to 
raise funds that will go to¬ 
ward pouring a concrete 
pad on the site where a new 
and larger church will be 
built. 

The DeGrave’s said the 
current church can hold 
140 individuals. They 
would like to have a sanctu¬ 
ary to hold at least 250 peo¬ 
ple. In addition to office 
space, officials also need 
rooms for Sunday school, a 
prayer room and the praise 
team. 

Once the new church is 
constructed, officials plan 
to make the original church 
building a Christian school. 
Not only do they feel the 
close proximity between the 
two locations would be 
ideal, the original church 
has the facilities that can be 
used for that purpose. 

“It’s set up wonderfully 
for us to start a school be¬ 
cause we have kitchen facil¬ 
ities in the basement and 
classroom space,” Diane 
DeGrave said. “It’s all in the 
vision. We have a big vi¬ 
sion.”

Food assistance

The numbers are alarm¬ 
ing. According to the Food 
Research and Action Cen¬ 
ter, Kentucky ranked 19th 
among the 50 states for 
food hardship in 2012 and 
at least 20 percent of the 
population didn’t have 
enough money to buy food. 
The study found that Mis¬ 
sissippi ranked number one 
in food hardship with about 
25 percent of that state’s 
population not having suffi¬ 
cient funds for food. 

Even in a strong econ¬ 
omy, many individuals 
struggle to eat healthy and 
nutritious meals. Hunger 
doesn’t discriminate by age, 
race or gender. During the 
summer months, hunger 
affects students who lose 
access to free or reduced 
school meals. In Crittenden 
County, community food 
pantries and other pro¬ 
grams are available to help 
assist and educate eligible 
families in preparing meals. 

Nutrition Education 

The Expanded Food and 
Nutrition Education Pro¬ 
gram, or 
EFNEP, is a 
University of 
Kentucky 
program ad¬ 
ministered 
through the 
Cooperative 
Extension 
Service. Sue 
Parrent is 
the EFNEP 
assistant for Crittenden 
County. EFNEP targets low 
income families and indi¬ 
viduals with nutrition edu¬ 
cation. The program’s goal 
is to educate limited re¬ 
source families with young 
children to plan nutritious 
meals on a limited budget, 
acquire safe food handling 
practices, improve food 
preparation skills and 
change behavior necessary 
to have a healthy lifestyle. 

Parrent works with 
homemakers by instructing 
them how to be more effi¬ 


cient by making the most of 
what they have and getting 
the most out of their trip to 
the grocery. Clients can 
learn to develop cooking 
skills or learn new projects 
like canning food. 

The program is free to 
homemakers. They must 
have children in the home 
that are 17 years of age and 
younger and meet the fi¬ 
nancial guidelines. Clients 
can either be male or fe¬ 
male, depending on who is 
in charge of preparing the 
meals in the home. 

“I have cooking classes 
and coupon classes. Any¬ 
thing the community needs 
that I can help them with, 
that’s what I’m here for,” 
Parrent said. “I encourage 
making out a grocery list 
and couponing. Check out 
the fliers that are in the 
newspapers and see what’s 
on sale. Plan your meals for 
a whole week. For instance 
if you buy a roast, plan on 
using that roast a couple of 
times. You may cook it the 
first day and the next day 
what’s left over can be made 
into sandwiches. You work 
with what you’ve got to 
stretch your budget. The 
couponing will certainly 
help. I use coupons myself.” 

Coupon Exchange 

Individuals are also en¬ 
couraged to take advantage 
of the free coupon exchange 
program provided by the 
Extension Office. Parrent 
said the Extension Office 
developed the program last 
summer and it is available 
to anyone wishing to partic¬ 
ipate. Individuals are en¬ 
couraged to visit the office 
during normal business 
hours and bring coupons 
they do not use and ex¬ 
change them for coupons 
for items they regularly use. 
Coupons are organized in 
bins and labeled according 
to categories such as 
canned food, beverages, 
breakfast and other selec¬ 
tions.

needs, Parrent said she can 
also refer them to the ap¬ 
propriate service agencies. 

SNAP benefits 

Formerly known as food 
stamps, The Supplemental 
Nutrition Assistance Pro¬ 
gram, or SNAP, helps indi¬ 
viduals with little or no 
money buy food for meals at 
participating stores. SNAP 
benefits increase a house¬ 
hold's food purchases. 

Angie Curnel is the field 
services supervisor for Crit¬ 
tenden and Livingston 
counties at the Department 
of Community Based Serv¬ 
ices. Curnel said individu¬ 
als who would like to fill out 
an application can visit 
their office located at 815 S. 
Main St. in Marion or call 
the office at 965-2254 from 
8 a.m., to 4:30 p.m., Mon¬ 
day -Friday. 

Curnel said eligibility for 
SNAP assistance is based 
on income and the number 
of members in a household. 
The income base is at 130 
percent of the poverty level. 

Many factors determine 
when an individual can 
begin receiving benefits. If 
they are destitute and have 
zero income, individuals 
can receive their SNAP ben¬ 
efit card within days. Indi¬ 
viduals who receive some 
type of income may be eligi¬ 
ble but the filing process 
may take longer, depending 
upon when the application 
is filled out and returned to 
the office. 

Food Pantries 

According to the Ken¬ 
tucky Association of Food 
Banks, demand for emer¬ 
gency food assistance in the 
state has increased 84 per¬ 
cent since 2006. Local food 
pantries work hard to keep 
food on pantry shelves. 
Hunger continues to be a 
major concern for senior 
citizens who are on a lim¬ 
ited budget and often must 
choose between purchasing 
medication and food. 

The Commodity Food 
Supplemental Program is 


for Critten¬ 
den County 
residents 
who are 60 
years of age 
or older. 
Kathey Penn 
Belt over¬ 
sees the pro¬ 
gram and 
said there 
are several 
slots still available for qual¬ 
ifying seniors.

Let's go back many 
years ago to a time when 
picnics and fishing trips 
caused as much anticipa¬ 
tion as people of today 
look forward to far away 
vacations in exciting 
places with man-made 
amusements to entertain 
the whole family. The Ohio 
River, Barnett Lake at Tolu 
and Winslow Park are a 
few of the sites that were 
popular. These happy days 
adventures were found in 
the archives of The Crit¬ 
tenden Press. 

Aug. 14, 1913 
A Delightful Fishing Trip 

On the last day of July, 
quite a number of us went 
on a fishing tour at Bar¬ 
nett's lake near Tolu. The 
party consisted of Grover 
White and wife, John Boyd 
and family, Charlie Boyd 
and family, Miss Denzil 
Beard, of near Hebron, A. 
B. Griffin and family and 
several others joined our 
band before we reached 
the lake. 

About 7:30 a.m., most 
of the crowd had gathered 
at the home of A.B. Griffin, 
and we started from there. 
Then the fun began. There 
was one wagonload of men 
and quite a number of us 
in buggies. 

There was one apple or¬ 
chard visited and some of 
the crowd enjoyed a water¬ 
melon which some of us 
missed. 

We drove over a long 
beautiful road, then came 
to a fine well of water, 
where we watered our 
teams and ourselves, then 
quickly ended our journey 
at the lake. 

There the men prepared 
for seining the lake. After 
dragging the lake, they 
drew out many large fish 
and the women began to 
prepare them for frying 
and making coffee. After 
this was done, the men 
were called for dinner and 
the large baskets that had 
been prepared for that day 
were brought down to the 
edge of the water and the 
nice things were spread on 
the ground and were en¬ 
joyed by everyone present. 

After dinner was cleared 
away, the little children 
napped awhile and the 
women were laughing and 
talking. The little people 
wading in the lake was the 
grandest thing. We believe 
they were the prettiest 
children we’ve ever seen. 
They were little Annie Mae 
Boyd, Garland Griffin, 
Charline Boyd, Wilson 
Boyd and Bennett Hamil¬ 
ton. They waded in the 
water for quite awhile, 
then they were redressed 
and we started for home. 

We reached Mr. Griffin’s 
home and the fish were di¬ 
vided and each one started 
for their respective homes. 
So this ended our fishing 
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trip and what a wonderful 
trip it was. 

Aug. 12, 1915 
A Picnic On The Ohio 

Wednesday morning, 
July 28, about 7:20 a.m. 
Mr. J.R. Vaughan and 
wife, B.B. Stout, wife and 
baby, H. D. Vaughan, wife 
and children, Messrs Doyle 
Vaughan, Roscoe Stout, of 
St. Louis, Richard Rush¬ 
ing, of Erie, Tenn., Misses 
Dezzie Ford, Ruth Driver, 
and Christine Rushing, of 
Erie, Tenn., all started for 
a picnic on the Ohio. 

We arrived at Weston 
about 9:15 where we found 
a fine place to stay on the 
river bank under some big 
sycamore trees. The breeze 
off the river was fine and 
kept the heat from being 
oppressive. 

We had plenty of ice, 
lemons and cider, so we 
had ice lemonade and ice- 
cold cider all day. We all 
visited the city of Weston 
before dinner where we got 
plenty of candy and 
peanuts. We then returned 
to the river, rested awhile 
and spread dinner, which 
was plentiful and enjoyed 
by all. 

The excursion steamer, 
John S. Hopkins, came up 
the river just after dinner 
and two towboats went up 
the river and a dredge boat 
came down. 

After dinner, Mrs. T.A. 
Enoch and Miss Dollie 
joined us. The young peo¬ 
ple took a stroll on the 
bluff and the men went in 
to shower. The rest of the 
afternoon was spent in 
chatting, eating fruit and 
taking pictures. 

About 6 p.m., we all 
started for home, but 
stopped on the road at a 
cool shady place and ate 
our supper. An automobile 
came along and caused 
some excitement among 
the teams and some of the 
women. 

We then had a nice cool 
drive the rest of the way 
home where we arrived 
tired and exhausted, but 
not sorry we had gone. 

June 1917 
Fishing Party 

A recent event of inter¬ 
est in society was a fishing 
party at Walker Pond. It 
was composed of a party of 
young people of Hebron 
and several visitors.

The visitors were Miss 
Ada Duvall of Ada, Okla., 
who is visiting her parents 
Mrs. and Mrs. William Du¬ 
vall. Mr. Walker Cleghorn, 
also of Ada, who is visiting 
his people, the family of 
Mr. J.G. Cleghorn, Mr. 
Marion Conditt of Lexing¬ 
ton who is spending the 
summer with his people 
and Mr. V.P. Henry of Mar¬ 
ion. 

The trip was fine, with 
four mules and a road 
wagon also present for the 
convenience of the crowd 
and horse and buggy 
driven by Mr. Walter 
Cleghorn assisted by Miss 
Wanda Duvall. 

Fishing was fine, bites 
were plentiful and catches 
were many. Miss Thelma 
Duvall boasts that she 
caught one good one, but 
it could not be eaten be¬ 
cause his collar was so 
still. 

But as for real fish, we 
caught about 125 little fel¬ 
lows. Miss Wanda Duvall 
caught 15 which was the 
largest number caught by 
anyone. Mr. Henry caught 
14. He says he had never 
caught but one fish before 
and it weighed 14 pounds, 
and the second time he 


caught 14 and all together 
they would only weigh 1 
pound. 

July 8, 1921 
Sunday School Picnic 

On Tuesday evening, 

Bob Elkins’ big truck, to¬ 
gether with several auto¬ 
mobiles got busy and 
gathered up the Cumber¬

the dropout age must have 
programs and resources in 
place for students at-risk of 
not graduating. As of next 
Wednesday, the first 57 
school districts to make atten¬ 
dance mandatory until the 
age of 18 will receive $10,000 


from the Department of Edu¬ 
cation to get such programs 
started. 

Many districts across the 
Commonwealth have sched¬ 
uled votes on the matter in the 
hope of receiving the financial 
boost. Dr. Yarbrough, how¬ 
ever, said other area districts 
are also choosing to forego the 
policy change for now despite 
the grants. 


She said it’s not the policy 
change that is the problem, 
but the local district does not 
want to rush into raising the 
dropout age without a solid 
plan for creating programs for 
at-risk students. 

The new dropout age will 
become mandatory statewide 
four years after 55 percent of 
Kentucky’s 174 school dis¬ 
tricts adopt it.
